3 .   Page 13, Lines 367 through 376: 
367     (1) An election officer:

371   jurisdiction; { [ }and{ ] } 
372     [(b)] (c) shall clearly mark each ballot drop box as an official ballot drop box for the

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374     { (d) shall provide 24-hour video surveillance of each unattended ballot drop box; and

These are additions to amounts previously appropriated for 
506   fiscal year 2023. Under the terms and conditions of Title 63J, Chapter 1, Budgetary Procedures 
507   Act, the Legislature appropriates the following sums of money from the funds or accounts
